Construction f* j 
Of New Gas 
Line Slated

Contracts have been awarded 
for construction of a new 115- 
miles, 30-inch diameter pipe­ 
line to bring additional sup­ 
plies of natural gas into the 
Los Angeles basin, it was an­ 
nounced today by Carl W. 
Shupp, division manager for 
the Southern California Gas 
Co. 

 The line, which will stretch 
from Newberry in the Molave 
Desert through the Cajon Pass 
to Placentia in Orange County, 
will be known as the "Cajon 
Pass Pipeline."

CONSTRUCTION work has 
been divided into two portions. 
Contract for the portion ex- 
ending from Newberry to the 

foot of Canyon Pass near Fon- 
tana has been awarded to 
Young and Andersen Co. of 
Brea. 

The portion from Font ana to 
Placentia will he a joint ven­ 
ture of Hood Construction Co. 
of Whittier: .1. P. Neill. Inc. of 
Dallas. Texas, and Morrison- 
Knudsen Co. of Los Angeles. 

Shupp explained that con­ 
struction on the project, cost 
of which is estimated at ap­ 
proximately $19 million. Is ex­ 
pected to start earlv in March, ,jn\ 
with completion anticipated be- **) 
fore Aug. 1.

WHEN COMPLETED, the
pipeline will permit delivery 
into the Los Angeles basin of 
an additional 300 million cubic 
feet of gas daily. The new gas 
supplies will be available a 
Newberry from pineline facili­ 
ties now being built bv Pacific 
Lighting Gas Supply Co. to re­ 
ceive out-of-state gas from 
Transwestern Pipeline Co. of 
Texas. 

It is planned that the Cajon 
Pass pipeline will also be used 
for delivery to Southland gas 
customers of additional out-of- 
state gas supplies, approval of 
which is now pending before 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission and the Federal 
Power Commission.
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
